It wae with his wonted optim- 
ism that Grant Hall, Vice-Presi- 
dent of the C.P.R., spoke of the 
prospects this year in the West, 
whén seen on Friday morning by 
a representative of the Calgary 
Herald.

Turning to the labor situation, 
Mr. Hall was asked how many 
men would be employed this year 
in construction, incidentally men- 
tioning that D. B. Hanna, the 
president of the Canadian North- 
ern Railways, had mentioned the 
other day that his company would 
take care of about 10,000 men. 

“We don’t go into such close 
figures,” laughingly replied Grant 
Hall, “but: you can take it fram 
me that we will be able to ab- 
sorb all the labor that is offered.” 

“Then that means that the com- 
pany purpose an extensive con- 
struction programme this year?” 
he was asked, 

“Yes, there will be consider- 
able work done, and this is the 
movement being considered by 
the board of railway commis- 
sioners.”

In the great athletic revival 
which thas been stirred up 
throughout Alberta, it is essen- 
tial that the closest co-operation 
exist in every section of the pro- 
vince in order to assure the suc- 
cess of the movement. 

The insinuation has been made 
through the press in Eastern Can- 
ada, that Alberta is preparing to 
break away from the Amateur 
Athletic Union and organize a 
separate branch with the semi- 
professional idea in this province, 
but such is not the cage. Calgary 
is taking active steps in the di- 
rection of a complete revival of 
athletics and at the same time it 
is proposed ta bring about 
changes in the constittition which 
will tend to improve the standard 
ef amateurs in the Daminion. 

Among the prominent sport 
boosters in that city are many of 
Calgary’s leading business men, 
who realize the vital importance 
of athletics to the community. 
The Athletic Association recently 
organized in Calgary with Brig.- 
Gen. McDonald at its head, is 
framing a constitution with the 
object of co-ordinating the differ- 
ent branches of athfetics in the 
city in order to stinmilate interest 
in sport and devgiop tocal boys.

of constitution which will ‘make 
a veiled professionalism with its 
attendant perjury and hypocrisy, 
unnecessary and unprofitable.

ion’s ‘business and the paying of 
soldiers’ pensions and other mili- 
tary liabilities, is doing Canada a 
distinct disservice, 

“It would be interesting to 
know who is responsible for the 
rumor,” 

“How is the National Savings 
movement going in Alberta?” he 
was asked. 

“Excellently. Every day adds 
to the list of the places that are 
taking up this good work, and 
before year is out it is expect- 
ed that every population centre in 
the province will be a live fac- 
tor in the campaign.”

National Getting Together 


No, 4—How to Encourage It 


Admitting, as all thoughtful  stu- 
dents of Canadian affairs must, that 
it is not only important but absolutely 
necessary in the interests of a united 
and progressive Canada that the .ap 
between East and-West should be 
bridged, not the geographical gap 
alone, but that more difficult chasm 
which has developed in the economic 
and national viewpoints of the pco- 
ple of the East and the West—it be- 
comes the paramount national duty 
of statesmen, newspapers, leaders of 
thought in all walks of life, and the 
people generally, to endeayor to bring 
about a reapproachment between the 
two scctions of the country, Having, 
in previous articles, attempted to 
present the two prevailing view- 
points, it is necessary to now cn- 
deavor to offer some suggestions 
looking to a solution of the prob- 
lem, 

It is of first importance that people 
both East and West should recognize 
the fact that neither has a monopoly 
of all wisdom, that all are Canadians 
and desire to advance Canada’s in- 
terests and welfare, that the people 
of both sectiotis are equally loyal to 
the Dominioh.and to its institutions 
and place in the British Empire, and 
that all aspersions cast by one sec- 
tion on the loyalty and patriotism of 
the other should come to a sudden 
stop, 

As a necessary step to that end 
there must be a frank recognition of 
the fact that Canada is a country of 
diverse races and creeds; that these 
creeds are here to stay, and that it 
is humanly impossible, even were it 
desirable, to eradicate all nationalis- 
tic traits and characteristics, Conse- 
quently, the warfare which has gone 
on between English-speaking and 
French-speaking, and which has now 
developed into warfare between Eng- 
lish-speaking and all who speak any 
other language, must cease, By this 
we do not mean that Canadians 
should not aim at having every citi- 
zen of this country become proficient 
in the English language as the com- 
mon medium of communication of all, 
because, of course, in the interests of 
all this should be done, but it should 
not be done by coercive and harsh 
measures which only serve to antag- 
onize and divide instead of creating 
sympathy and union, Even more 
necessary, perhaps, is it that the creed 
warfare between Roman Catholic and 
Protestant should cease. In no other 
democratic country in the world is 
there such persistent wrangling and 
controversy over forms of religion as 
has disgraced, Canada, and _ retarded 
its progress, for the past half cen- 
tury. 

As a preliminary to a better under- 
standing, it is essential that the pco- 
ple of all provinces shall be placed 


that cannot be until the East agrees 
to the transfer of their natural re- 
Sources to the Western provinces, 
Until that is'done confederation is 
lop-sided and still incomplete, There 
can be.no real confederation except 
where all the confederated units 
Stand in equality the one to the oth- 
er. So long as any one is forced into 
a position of inferiority, there will be 
discontent and the elements of . dis- 
union, 

In matters of fiscal and economic 
policy, a spirit of compromise must 
prevail where sectional interests come 
into conflict. Neither East nor West 
must seek, nor expect, to impose its 
views and will wholly and absolutely 
on the other, In other words, the 
manufacturing East should not insist 
on denying to the agrarian West a 
larger freedom of trade, wider 1 ar- 
kets, and the development of West- 
ern outlets in connection with the 
disposal of the products of the West. 
To do so is selfish, a dog in the 
manger policy, because such policies, 
while highly beneficial to the West, 
do-not do injury to the manufactur- 
ing industries of the East. On the 
other hand, given freedom in the 
marketing of its own products, the 
West must not insist on policies 
which would place in jeopardy the 
continuance and prosperity of East- 
ern industry, 

The development and prosperity of 
one section of the Dominion has a 
direct and beneficial effect on the 
other section, While both East and 
West might get along without the 
other; both will benefit more largely 
by the development and prosperity of 
the other, Therefore, cach should do 
what lies in its power to encourage 
and assist the other, and both must 
deny themsclyes something for the 
benefit of the other; that is, there 
must be mutual sacrifice and co-op- 
eration for the common good of all, 

These things can be brought about 
by better knowledge of one another, 
Eastern manufacturers and political 
leaders should visit the West more 
frequently, and not mere flying visits, 
but for the purpose of actual and 
close study of conditions with a view 
to arriving at a real understanding of 


Western conditions and problems. 
Eastern manufacturers should send 


some of their leaders to attend ~ the 
annual Grain Growers’ conventions in 
the West. Their official organ, “In- 
dustrial Canada,” instead of always 
presenting the view of manufacturers 
to manufacturers, might well serious- 
ly and honestly endeayor to inform 


them of the Western vicwpoint. 
Frank round table conferences  be- 
tween the Canadian Manufacturers’ 


Association and the Canadian Council 
of Agriculture should take place per- 
iodically, Eastern men might well 
vary their reading by a study of such 
a book as “Deep Furrows,”’ which 
tells the story of the rise of the 
Grain Growers’ Association, its prin- 
ciples and the objects for which it is 
striving, 

On the other hand, Western people 
must make a closer study of cco- 
nomics, world conditions, interna- 
tional relations and competition in 
trade, and must be on their guard 
not to adopt an extreme attitude in 
their demands, and, in their effort to 
secure the removal of what they re- 
gard as injustices to themselves, in- 
sist on what would mean injustice to 
others,

Alaska 
The reindecr is the~ department 


store of the far north; he produces 
everything from a spool of thread to 
a milk shake, He jack-of-all-trades, 
neat market, dairy, haberdasher, tail- 
or, shoemaker, notion counter and 
jitney all rolled into one, He is even 
legal tender in the erratic currency 
jot the far north, where a piece” of 
{pink soap can buy almost as much as 
a gold nugget. 

In 1890, thirty-seven years after the 
purchase of Alaska, Dr. Sheldon 
Jackson turned up the collar of his 
|fur coat and shuffled through north- 
}ern snows on an inspecting tour of 
{the mission stations. He discovered 
jthat the ives in Arctic and sub- 
Arctic Alaska were rapidly losing 
their source of food supply. 

The whales had taken it into their 
heads to swim farther north av 
from the occasional steam launches 
of modern hunters; the walruses and 
seal followed them and disappeared. 
The wild caribou, simple creatures 
that the Eskimos and Arctic Indians 
had caught easily had been frighten- 
ed away by the efficient guns of trad- 
ers, 

Besides losing the greater part of 
their food, their clothing supply also 
had stopped, because for years » the 
Eskimos had traded ivory walrus 


reindeer skins, 


| The United States had to choose 
between feeding several thousand 


people or letting them starve. The 
latter choice was, of course, impos- 
sible, and the former was impractical 
on account of transportation, 

In 1891, Dr. Jackson suggested to 
congress his plan of importing rein- 
‘deer from Siberia, There had never 
been reindeer in this country, the Es- 
kimos knew nothing about the ani- 
mals,-and congress considered the 
jidea out of the question. But a pri- 
vate fund of two thousand dollars 
was raised by people personally in- 
jterested in Dr, Jackson's plan and 
jthe first herd of sixtecn reindeer was 
brought across Behring Strait from 
{Siberia and landed in good condition. 

Siberian herders, and a little later 
the inore intelligent and éfficient Lap- 
jlanders, were imported to teach the 
native Eskimos and Indians the whys 
jand wherefores of the deer. 
| Before 1902, 1,280 deer had 


: been 
imported; at the last government re- 
port in 1914 there were 35,000 


gov- 
ernment deer in A rapidly in- 
creasing. 

When the deer are two years old 
jthey are broken in for driving, A 


deer makes an .verage speed of from 
feight to twelve miles an hour, But 
jit is not his speed that makes him 
invaluable as a means of transporta- 
tion; it is the fact that the deer can 
travel across Alaska without a trail, 
\living on the moss which carpets the 
; country.

Dorset Sheep 
Noted for Their Wool 
White Fibre 


The history of the Dorset sheep 
extends well over 200 years, possibly 
as long as that of any of the recog- 
nized pure breeds. Their home, 


of Pure 


‘the name indicates. is Dorsetshire, in 


the southwestern part of England. 
Somersetshire and the Isle of Wight 
have also done their part in bringing 
this popular breed to its present state 
of perfection, This breed is known 
by the name of Dorset Horns in 
Britain, no doubt to distinguish it 
from the Dorset Down, an English 
breed of Hampshire-Southdown foun- 
dation, The chief characteristics of 
the Dorset breed are. the production 
of carly lambs and wool of — pure 
white fibre. They are credited by 
well-known woo! merchants as being 
the only breed of sheep in Canada 


that produces wool without black 
fibres in the fleece. 
The Dorset surpasses all other 


breeds in breeding qualities by pro- 
ducing more lambs in a given time 


and nursing them well. In weight 
they compare very favorably with 
the Shropshire, but are slightly 


heavier if anything. About 1885 the 
first Dorsets were imported into Can- 
ada, and about two years later they 
found their way into the | United 
States, where they have made rapid 
strides, both as pure breds and for 


crossing purposes. Mature rams 
should weigh from 200 to 225 pounds, 
while mature ewes should weigh 


from 150 to 180 Ibs. They should be 
compact rather than leggy. 

The wool of the Dorset is of the 
medium variety, not quite as fine as 
the Southdown or Suffolk, but 
longer staple, 
very strong texture. 
in weieht from six to ten 
pounds each for rains, the average in 
the individual flécks being 
largely by the attention the flock se- 
cures during the winter and the care- 
ful attention that is being paid to 
fleece in the selection of sires, The

Paris; — The allied governments, 
according to the Temps, apparently 
have decided not to wait beyond May 
15 for a definite answer from  Ger- 
many as to whether she will sign or 
refuse to sign the peace treaty. 

The meeting of the delegates of 
the cighteen powers was presided 
over by M, Clemenceau, who com- 
municated to them the date on which 
the Germans would be invited to Ver- 
sailles; 

One question considered 
whether the invitation should be is- 
sted in {he name of the council of 
five, or the name of the allied and as- 
sociated powers at the peace confer- 
ence, 

The impression prevailing after the 
meeting was that all should join in 
the invitation, The council of ten 
met after the delegates of the 
cightcon powers, and considered the 
procedure to be adopted at Versailles 
and also a number of collateral 
phases of the peace treaty that had 
been referred to the foreign minis- 
ters,

Increase in Coastal Patrol 


Figures Include Only Vessels Flying 
White Ensign of Navy 

Ottawa. — The large increase in 
Canada’s coastal patrol fleet during 
the war period is indicated in a re- 
turn tabled in parliament at the re- 
quest of Mr, Tobin, who is informed 
that while the fleet consisted of cleven 
vessels at the close of 1914, the num- 
berhad grown -to 133 at the cnd of 
1918. It is explained that these fig- 
ures include only the vessels flying 
the white ensign of the navy. 

The return also contains the infor- 
mation that the Canadian authorities 
were in command of all the naval 
vessels of the navy, with the excep- 
tion of the Niobe, Rainbow, Sheer- 
water and two submarines, the move- 
ments of which, after they were plac- 
ed at the disposal of tiie admiralty, 
were subject to the supreme control 
of the admiralty, 


In German Prison 


Saskatoon Woman Prisoner of War 
For Two Years 

New York.— The New York Even- 
ing Globe prints the following: 

Mrs, Ellana V, McCormick, and her 
sister, Mrs, Dorcne Drinkwater, 
whose maiden name was Marsden, 
said to be daughters of a prominent 
hotel man of Saskatoon, were two of 
the forty-seven war brides of sol- 
diers and sailors who arrived here on 
board the transport Plattsburg. 

Mrs, McCormick, who went to Eng- 
land in 1914 with a Canadian  steno- 
graphic corps, tells a story of brutali- 
ties inflicted by the Germans upon 
women prisoners, After a period in 
England she was sent to General 
Hospital No, 12 in France, on March 
4, 1917, Shortly afterward the hos- 
pital was the centre of simultancous 
air and land attacks by the enemy 
and the young stenographer, with 
about 100 others, mostly nurses, was 
taken prisoner, 


Greatest Human Document 

London, — A member of the Brit- 
ish delegation in Paris has stated to 
the Central News special correspond- 
ent that “when the world reads the 
full peace treaty, two or three weeks 
hence, it will recognize it to be the 
justest, sanest, and greatest human 
document ever produced.” He was 
also able to state that the heads of 
the French government were quite 
satisfied with the manner in which 
their claims regarding reparations 
and future security were being met.

London, — There will be another 
world war beginning in June, 1926, 
according to a writer in the British 
Journal of Astrology, This prophet, 
who signs himself “Separial,” asks 
for a serious hearing, inasmuch as he 
claims to have published a year in 
advance, in each case, the exact date 
of the war of 1914 and of the cessa« 
tion of hostilities, 

“The first phase of the next war,” 
he writes, “will begin with Turkey,

through the whole of Russia and des- 
cend, via the Black sea and Turkey 
in Asia, on to Syria and Palestine,”

Say Huns Must Be Punished 


Resolution Signed by 5,000,000 United 
States Women 

Paris, —- Premier Clemenceau ree 
ceived from Mrs, Charles H, Farnam, 
of New York, the representative of 
the committee for the protection of 
women tinder international law, a 
resolution signed by 5,000,000 United 
States women relating to crimes 
against women committed by the 
Germans and their allies during war, 
The resolution denounces the Ger- 
man attack on humanity through 
womenkind as “infamous: and sinis- 
ter,” 


Super-abundant proof exists, the 
resolution says, of the crimes which 
the armies of the central powers per- 
petrated against women in all the 
countries they invaded. 

Demand is made that all officers, 
soldiers, and civilians belonging :o the 
armies of the central powers who 
perpetrated any crime against 
men or girls in any allied country, 
should be punished if possible. And 
that steps should be taken to prevert 
such outrages in the future,

Fast Growing Dark for the Greedy 
Germans 


For years the Germans touched 
glasses and drank to “Der Tag” (the 
day. They smacked their lips in an- 
ticipation of the booty the Father- 
land would acquire in a victorio 
world war, ‘Vhe dawn of “Der ‘Tag” 
came upon a sleeping world, ane 9, 
1914. In the twilight hours this cir- 
cular went throughout Germany, as 
the first step in preparation for the 
great world war: 

“June 9, 1914: General staff to all 
intendencies, Within twenty-four 
hours aiter receipt of this circular 
you are to inform all industrial con- 
teerns by wire that the documents 
with industrial mobilization plans 
and with registration forms be 
opencd, such as are referred to” in 
the circular of. the commission — ot 
Count von Waldersee and Caprivi ot 
June 27, 1887—N. 421 de 
tion.” 


On ihe same day a circular was 
sent over a wider territory, having in 
mind the preparation for war, the ex- 
cuse of which had not yet come. 


“Circular June 9, 1914. From the 
general staff to all military attaches 
in the countries adjacent to Russia, 
France, ltaly and Norway. In all 
branches of German banks in Swe- 
den, Norway, Switzerland, and the 
United States special war credits 
have been opened for subsidiary war 
requirements. The general staff is 
authorizing you to avail yourselves 
in unlimited amounts of these cred- 
[ite for the destruction of the enemies 
factories, plants, and the most im- 
portant military and civil structures, 
Simultaneously with the instigation 
of strikes it is necessary to make pro- 
|visions for the damaging of motors, 
of mechanism, ‘vith the destruction 
of vessels, setting incendiary fires to 
stocks of raw materials, and finished 
| products, deprivation of large towns 
of their electric energy, stocks of 
fuel and provisions. Special agents, 
detailed to be at your disposal, will 
deliver to you explosive and incen- 
diary devices, and a_list of such per- 
sons in the country under your ob- 
servation, who will assume the duty 
of agents of destruction.—(Signed) 
Dr. Fischer, general army councilor,” 

The alarm clock of war set June 
27, 1887, did not awaken the world io 
war until Belgium was invaded Aug- 
ust 4, 1914. “Der Tag” was here—a 
glorious sunrise for Germany, It 
dragged on till mid-noon of March, 
} 1918 and “Der Tag” was still bright 
for Germany. But with the U. 5. 
army at last on the battle line, “Der 
Tag” began to wane. It is fast grow- 
ing dark for greedy, murdcrous Ger- 
many. In the midnight hour the al- 
lies will march into Berlin and “Der 
Tag” will never more be drunk by 
the Germans. But to the rest of the 
world it will be the great day when 
Prussianism was crushed.—Success- 
ful Farming. 


Rai! Transportation in Italy 


Service Is Greatly Inconvenienced 
Through Lack of Coal 


Lack of coal as well as lack of 
transport facilities in the shape or 
suthcient rolling stock have been the 
cause of many difficulties on the 
Italian railways. The passenger ser- 
vice has been greatly inconvenienced, 
while the goods service has found 
great difficultics in coping with the 
demands made upon it. The use of 
lignite in ltaly as a substitute. —for 
coal has been strongly urged, but 
here, again, it has been pointed out 
that its greater bulk as - compared 
with coal, coupled with the  trans- 
port difficulties, presents a consider- 
able problem as regards its use at a 
istance from the localities in which 
it is produced. The high prices 
charged for seasonable fruits and oth- 
er articles of food in some parts of 
the country are also attributed in 
some degree to lack of efficient trans- 
port. According to the Corriere della 
Sera, railway trucks are to be ex- 
pected from America in the — spring 
and in the meantime Signor Villa has 
endeavored to supply the needs of 
the railways by — obtaining — trucks 
from England. It was found, how- 
ever, that these were of too light a 
make for use on the Italian railways 
with their steep gradients, and ar- 
rangements have been made by 
which they are to be consigned to 
France, while that country will in ex- 
change send a certain quantity of 
more heavily built cars, provided with

Bravery in the Field 


Great Skill and Gallantry Shown by 
Canadians 


Bravery in the field among individ 
uals of the Canadian forces is seen on 
every hand, Some notable instances 
coming under observation follow; 

The lieutenant of a ‘Winnipeg rifle 
battalion who won the Military Med- 
te in the ranks led his platoon with 
great skill and gallantry in the 
storming of the Canal du Nord. He 
was wounded carly in the engage- 
ment but remained on duty because 
the company commander was seri- 
ously wounded, He showed splendid 
coolness and judgment in command 
Jof the company, leading it to its ob- 
‘jective. In the evening west of Hay- 
necourt the enemy counter attacked 
and exposed the right flank of the 
brigade and he, with great tactical 
skill, formed his company into the 
fright flank. At night he made a daring 
reconnaissance, and next day, disre- 
garding his warrant when the troops 
on the right failed to keep up with 
the advance of his unit, he establish- 
ed contact with the manoeuvring 
company and thus secured a” very 
dangerous position. 

On the following day, discovering 
that at 9 o’clock all the officers o 
two 


companies on his right were 
jcasualtics, he took charge and le 
the attack successfully through 


double belts of wire, swept by shell 
and machine gun, he personally 
rushing an entire group, and single 
handed captured twenty-two prison- 
ers, 

When the troops on the castern 
flank failed to keep up he connected 
the line and beat off three enemy 
counter attacks, At half past two 
that afternoon he was knocked un- 
conscious by a shell, but’ recovered 
two hours Thier, resumed command 
and protected the right flank against 
repeated counter attacks, refusing to 
evacuate until the battalion was re- 
lieved. His determination and cool- 
ness won this glorious battle. 

A sergeant of the same battalion 
during the operations described 
above, when all the officers in his 
vicinity became casualties and 
though sorely wounded in the leg, re- 
cognizing the situation was most 
serious and must be controlled, re- 
mained in a _ shell hole, whence, 
though unable to move, he directe 
the men for ten hours, heartening 
them by his counsel and refusing to 
be evacuated until the battalion was 
relieved. Not only his courage and 
fortitude, but his cool and accurate 
messages to headquarters throughout 
the day saved a very tight corner, 

Southeast of Epinop, on Septem- 
ber 28, a private of an Edmonton bat- 
talion, on his own initiative went 
ahead alone and cut a lane through 
the enemy wire a distance of 20 yards 
under a terrific shell and machine gun 
fire. As the task was completed he 
was very severely wounded in the 
leg, but finished it, enabling our at- 
tack to go forward and storm an 
objective. 

Finally, here is the story of a ma- 
jjor from Vancouver who commanded 
a Scottish Canadian battalion, who 
gave up his chance of life that his 
men might live. This, too, was on 
October 1 at Cuvillers, where, after 
skilfully leading in the attack. through 
the darkness unt all the objectives 
were taken, he traversed the entire 
line, exposing himself fearlessly and 
reorganizing the battalion, which had 
lost severely, and consolidating both 
front and outpost positions in pre- 
paration for the pending enemy 
counter attack, This developed in 
great force on the battalion's left 
flank while he was in an outpost. He 
directed the fire of two Lewis guns 
until all the ammunition was ex- 
hausted. Sceing the flank was in 
ldanger of being enveloped by masses 
of the enemy, he ordered the with- 
drawal of the outpost line, himself 
remaining until all the men were out 
of the post. While retiring to the 
main line of resistance he was se- 
verely wounded, but refused to al- 
low his men to stay by him, as the 
jenemy was rapidly surrounding the 
spot where he lay. His body was 
recovered later,

Saving Sugar 


Ample Sugar for All if Regulations 
are Properly Adhered to 


In a statement on the stigar dis- 
tribution difficulty, the chairman of 
the Canada food board, Mr. Henry 
B. Thomson, says: 

“Since last May, when the use of 
sugar in Canada was rigidly — cut 
down, manufacturers, candy makers, 
public eating places and large users 
have played the game fairly, and have 
abided by the rulings of the Canada 
food board. 

Approximately 300,000 tons of sug- 
ar will be required in Canada for 
1918. Only 13,000 tons of this will be 
used in the confectionery industry. 
If the food board issued an order ab- 
solutely closing down the factories, 
we should disorganize the industry 
throw hundreds of people out 
of work, 

“If the people in the homes would 
not put the ‘second spoonful’ of sug- 
ar in their tea and coffee it would 
save 50,000 tons of sugar a year.. This 
amount is more than four times the 
sugar allotment to the confectionery 
manufacturers. It could be done 
with a little good will. 

Notwitstanding the order issued on 
September 15, there is reason to be- 
lieve that a large number of people 
hoard sugar in the homes, It is 
only a little, possibly, in some cases, 


jbut when multiplied by the number 
of homes in Canada, it is a huge 
quantity in the aggregate, There is 


possibly also a good deal of waste 
which, if checked by everyone, would 
make the situation easier. 

“It is for the consumer to ‘get in 
behind’ the food board now as the 
manufacturers have done, There will 
[ere be an ample supply of sugar for 
all. 


Italian Fruit Markets 


Opportunities Have Not Gone Un- 
noticed 


The question of fresh markets for 
Italian produce such as fruits and 
vegetables of all kinds has been a 
widely debated one, especially so far 
as the cultivators of Southern ftaly 
are concerned. The opportunities 
which may-lie in the establishment of 
a cross-channel system of ferry 
boats between France and England 
have not gone unnoticed, and it 1s 
thought that there might be great 
possibilities for the Italian producers 
in this direction. According to some 
statements made by Signor Mercurio, 
a member of the Societe Centrale des 
Ferryboats which have been publish- 
ed in the Giornale d'Italia, ltaly may 
be able to put agricultural produce to 


the extent of 650,000 tons on the 
English market annually after the 
war, where it should find a ready 


sale, ‘The need for the construction 
of refrigerator cars for use on the 
journey is urged as well as for sct- 
ting up a properly organized system 
of exports. Great possibilities for 
expansion and commer prosperity 
are anticipated if Italy is ready to 
take advantage of the opportunity as 
soon as the war is over,

The samples for distribution will 
consist of spring wheat (about 5 Ibs.)

ion cerealist who will furnish the ne- 
cessary application forms. 

Only one sample can be sent to 
each applicant. As the supply of 
seed is limited, farmers are advised 
to apply very carly, <

M. Boret, the French food controller,

“It should be stated clearly that 
the total nutrition value of the 1918 
crop of cereals, as well as of beans 
and potatoes, in France, is below 
the total food value of these products 
for last year. ‘The wheat crop, for- 
tunately, is larger and of better 
quality, but the maize, barley, oats, 
beans and potato crops are consider- 
ably smaller. 

“The potato situation is particular- 
ly grave, for whereas the average for 
the last 10 years is 12,000,000 long

Southern Alberta Has Lead Over 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba 
in Output of Wool 


_ Notwithstanding the fact that there 
jis equally as much and as good pas- 
|ture in the northern as in the south- 
jern part of the province, the sheep 
jindustry has not advanced so far in 
Northern and Central Alberta as it 
has in Southern Alberta. Though the 
industry is steadily growing thai sh- 
out the whole of the Canadian ‘prairie 


\ west, Southern Alberta has a consid- 


jerable lead over the rest of the pro- 
vince and over Saskatchewan and 
| Manitoba in the output of wool At 
the present time nearly two-thirds of 
|the total wool purchased in Western 
Canada comes from Southern Alber- 
ta, But there are signs that a more 
even distribution of sheep is taking 
place, due not to any decrease in 
their number in Southern Alberta but 
to a proportionately greater increase 
lin other parts. 

One of the large sheep breeders of 
Southern Alberta has recently been 
investigating conditions in the cen- 
tral part of the province. He is very 
sincere in his praise of the ,fodder 
conditions. He believes thousands of 
gold dollars are going to waste there 
ee year on account of the small 
number of sheep on the splendid pas- 
tures, and pictures the country in a 
few-years dotted with small sheep 
ranches, This year sheep have done 
better there than in the south, and 
the lambs generally are about a third 
larger, 

The progress of the sheep industry 
is shown by the steady influx of 
these animals from other parts. The 
are going mostly to small farmers, 
Private auction sale at Wetaskiwin a 
few days ago resulted in 2,000 head 
being distributed among farmers in 
the surrounding territory. To supply 
the needs of farmers near katoon, 
Saskatchewan, 2,400 head were ship- 


ped from Calgary some time ago, 
and a further consignment of more 
than seven hundred head has _ been 


made recently, The Saskatcheyan 
government is also buying BY Ss 
wherever possible to obtain good 
imals to meet further demands, The 
Manitoba government has been sim- 
ilarly active and f.rmers are availing 
themselves of the government's as- 
sistance to secure sheep. 

This wider distribution of sheep 
throughout the country is helping to 
increase the prosperity of the farm- 
ers by giving them the means to uti- 
lize the abundant supply of fodder 
almost everywhere available. 


Mother of Pear! : 
Fishing Perils 


Divers Take Chances of Being At- 
tacked by Sharks 


How the natives collect the shells 
in the Red Sea and Gulf of Aden, 
from which we get our mother-of- 
pearl is described in a report from

When the boat is 
laden she goes to Aden or Massowah 
and drives a bargain with the shell 
buyers, Just before the war the pre- 
vailing price was about 16 cents a 
pound; today it is ow.y 8 ceiss, The 
Aden market supplies about 500,000 
pearl shells a year,
